Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,

of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1963.

Main  Occupation  of  the  Area 

The  principal  industries  of  the  area  comprise  the  manufacture 
of  carpets,  ceramic  insulators,  chains  for  many  purposes,  wire 
cables,  fans,  timber  products  and  electric  transformers.  There  is 
also  a  tannery,  vinegar  works  and  a  factory  producing  concrete  slabs 
of  all  kinds. 

In  addition  there  are: — 

(a)  Three  large  Oil  Companies  engaged  in  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  petrol  and  oil. 

(b)  One  Company  engaged  in  the  bulk  storage  and  distribu¬ 
tion  of  imported  timber. 

All  timber  and  some  petrol  and  oil  arrives  by  boat  from 
Avonmouth,  Stourport-on-Severn  being  the  head  of  the  portion  of 
the  River  Severn  which  is  navigable  by  commercial  traffic.  The 
quantity  of  petrol  transported  by  river  has  decreased  over  the  years 
as  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  of  petrol  being  delivered  by 
pipeline,  this  now  being  the  main  avenue  of  supply. 

There  is  also  in  the  district  one  of  the  largest  Power  Stations 
in  the  Midlands.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Services 

Producer  samples  of  milk  and  samples  of  piped  water  supplies 
are  examined  by  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester,  together  with 
food  for  chemical  analysis.  The  major  part  of  the  bacteriological 
and  pathological  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,  and  there  is  a  system  of  wireless  control  with 
the  headquarters  in  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Department  at 
Worcester.  The  Kidderminster  Ambulance  Station  has  been  aug¬ 
mented  and  now  provides  a  fully  manned  24-hour  service.  An 
ambulance  for  infectious  cases  is  stationed  at  Hayley  Green 
Isolation  (under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board). 
Hospitals 

All  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board  through  their  Management  Committee.  The  Kidder¬ 
minster  General  Hospital  received  the  majority  of  hospital  patients 
from  this  district.  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Hospital  provides  the 
district  and  surrounding  area  with  maternity  beds.

Infectious  Diseases 

Beds  for  infectious  diseases  are  provided  at  Hayley  Green 
Isolation,  Halesowen.  There  were  no  cases  admitted  from  Stour- 
port-on-Severn  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

Out  patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Kidderminster 
Hospital  Dispensary,  where  Dr.  Cronin  attends,  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ings,  Thursday  and  Friday  afternoons.  In-patients  treatment  was 
arranged  at  Knightwick  Sanatorium  but,  from  28th  March,  1963, 
is  arranged  at  Newtown,  Worcester.  Prevention  and  after-care 
remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  the 
service  is  administered  locally  by  the  After-care  Sub-Committee.

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  service  is  administered  by  the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  : 

1.  Three  nurses  who  deal  principally  with  the  Midwifery  and 
General  Nursing.  A  car  is  provided. 

2.  Two  whole-time  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  who  attend 
school  medical  inspections,  treat  minor  ailments  at  the  school 
clinic  and  visit  cases  of  mental  defect.  They  visit  infants  and 
children  in  the  home  and  are  responsible  for  their  welfare  from 
fourteen  days  until  they  attend  school  at  five  years,  when  they 
continue  to  supervise  under  the  school  scheme.  They  act  as 
general  health  advisors  to  the  family  in  conjunction  with  the 
doctors,  and  give  help  wherever  practicable,  particularly  with 
the  ageing  members  of  the  family.  They  attend  all  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  their  area,  Mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes 
for  expectant  mothers  and  a  class  for  young  fathers.  For  this 
purpose  the  Urban  District  is  divided  into  two  areas,  one  nurse 
being  responsible  for  the  Town  Centre,  Lower  Heath  and 
surrounding  district,  Areley  Kings,  Astley,  and  the  old  part  of 
the  Walsh es  Estate;  and  the  other  one  for  the  north  side  of 
Bewdley  Road,  Newtown,  Wilden,  Burlish,  and  the  new  part 
of  the  Walshes  Estate. 

3.  Another  Health  Visitor  also  visits  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Clinics 

(a)  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons  at  the  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  charge  of 
Doctors  MacArthur,  C.  Mackie,  Black,  Tibbetts  and  W.  T.  Mackie 
and  Matron  respectively.  A  clinic  is  also  held  by  the  district 
midwives  on  the  second  and  fourth  Monday  in  each  month. 

(b)  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS 

(i)  Lucy  Baldwin  hold  a  weekly  Clinic  with  a  doctor  in  attendance 
first  and  third  Friday  of  each  month. 

(ii)  Wilden,  held  third  Wednesday  in  month. 

(iii)  Areley  Kings,  held  in  Parish  Hall,  Areley  Kings,  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Thursday  afternoons.  (In  charge  of  Dr.  W.  Mackie.) 
Children  under  five  are  immunised  at  these  clinics  and  vaccina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  as  required. 

Separate  sessions  for  Poliomyelitis  immunisations  are  held  at 
the  Mitton  Street  School  Clinic,  by  appointment,  for  all  those  age 
groups  who  are  eligible.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  majority  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board.  This 
source  of  the  supply  is  deep  bores  in  the  Bewdley  Corporation’s 
area  and  the  storage  reservoirs  are  situated  at  Mount  Pleasant. 

Seven  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  Town 
Supply  and  all  proved  the  water  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  report  on  a  sample  taken  for  chemical  analysis  from  the 
Town  Supply  at  5,  Barnfield  Road,  Stourport-on-Severn,  on  the 
26th  May,  1965,  is  given  below.

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Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Disposal  of  sewerage  at  the  Oldington  Disposal  Works,  used 
jointly  with  the  Borough  of  Kidderminster  and  Bewdley,  has  con¬ 
tinued  satisfactorily  in  this  district.  Negations  are  under  discussion 
between  the  three  Authorities  to  extend  the  works  to  accommodate 
future  expansion  programmes. 

Extensions  to  the  foul  sewerage  systems  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  to  accommodate  additional  new  housing  develop¬ 
ment  at  the  following  private  estates: — 

(a)  Burlish  Park 

(b)  Hartlebury  Park 

(c)  Bower  Hill 

These  estates  form  the  bulk  of  speculative  private  housing 
development  within  the  Urban  District. 

A  new  length  of  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  in  the  Red- 
house  Road — Oakhampton  Road  Area  of  Areley  Kings  to  relieve 
the  flooding  which  occurred  there  during  heavy  rainfall. 


SECTION  “D” 


There  were  no  houses  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year; 
but  one  was  purchased  by  the  Council.  261  houses  were  built  by 
private  enterprise.

(a)  THE  COUNCIL’S  CARAVAN  CAMPING  SITE. 

This  site  has  accommodation  for  72  caravans  and  approxi¬ 
mately  200  tents  during  the  holiday  period. 

First  Aid 

The  Council’s  First  Aid  Centre  continues  and  provides  a  most 
helpful  service.  The  manning  by  the  B.R.C.S.  has  proved  more 
difficult  this  year  owing  to  the  shortage  of  experienced  members. 

During  the  year  507  patients  were  treated  at  the  centre,  of 
whom  14  were  referred  to  the  Hospital  and  17  were  seen  by  the 
Medical  Officer. 
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(b)  Hay  woods  Meadow 

This  site  has  approximately  150  holiday  caravans,  bungalows 
and  similar  structures. 

Negotiations  continue  in  an  effort  to  find  suitable  means  of 
improving  the  sanitary  facilities  of  this  low-lying  site  with  its  close 
proximity  to  the  river. 

Houseboats 

British  Waterways  continue  in  their  attempts  to  eliminate  the 
permanent  occupation  of  houseboats  and  it  is  anticipated  that  by 
next  year  there  will  be  none  in  this  category. 


SECTION  “E” 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  number  of  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  is  one,  and  the  number  of  retailers  of  ice  cream 
is  60.  Regular  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  manufacturer  and 
these  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  have  occurred  during  the  year 
in  this  Urban  District. 

Adulteration  of  Food 

Mr.  Spencer,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Wor¬ 
cestershire  County  Council,  reports  the  following  samples  were

Milk 

Of  the  69  samples  taken  16  were  obtained  from  retailers  and 
53  from  churns  in  producers’  consignments.  Six  samples  from  pro¬ 
ducers  were  deficient  in  fat.  The  composite  fat  content  of  the 
individual  consignments  was,  however,  satisfactory  and  complied 
with  the  legal  requirements  in  this  respect.  Six  samples  from  three 
producers  were  deficient  in  solids  not  fat.  The  Public  Analyst 
reported  these  deficiencies  to  be  natural  and  not  due  to  adultera¬ 
tion. 

All  samples  taken  from  retailers — bottled  milk —  were  satis¬ 
factory. 
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Milk  samples  taken  at  processing  dairies  supplying  Stourport 
Urban  District  were  as  follows: — 

THOMAS’  DAIRY,  BEWDLEY 

253  (56)  milk  samples  were  taken  from  churns  sent  in  by 
producers.  12  (2)  samples  of  milk  from  12  producers  were  deficient 
in  fat  but  the  fat  content  of  all  consignments  satisfied  legal  require¬ 
ments.  12  samples  from  8  producers  were  low  in  solids  not  fat  but 
were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  milk  of  poor 
quality. 

KIDDERMINSTER  INDUSTRIAL  CO-OPERATIVE  SOCIEY 
DAIRY 

342  (153  samples  were  taken  from  churns  sent  in  by  producers). 
38  (28)  samples  from  the  milk  of  17  producers  were  deficient  in  fat. 
The  composite  fat  content  of  all  consignments  was  satisfactory. 
35  (5)  samples  from  23  producers  were  low  in  solids  not  fat.  The 
deficiencies  were  natural  and  not  due  to  adulteration.  One  informal 
milk  sample  contained  0.3%  extraneous  water.  Repeat  samples 
taken  on  the  following  two  days  were  correct.  The  producer  was 
warned. 

Samples  other  than  milk 

The  following  samples  were  reported  against: — 

Steak  and  Kidney  Pie — 23.2  per  cent  meat. 

The  Food  Standards  Committee  recommended  a  minimum  of 
meat  content  of  25  per  cent  for  this  kind  of  pie.  The  manu¬ 
facturer  agreed  to  raise  the  meat  content  to  25  per  cent. 

Chicken  Pie — contained  21  per  cent  meat. 

Food  Standards  Committee  recommended  a  minimum  meat 
content  of  25  per  cent  for  this  kind  of  pie.  The  manufacturers 
undertook  to  increase  the  meat  content  to  25  per  cent. 

Pork  Crunch  (Pre-packed) — ingredients  not  declared  on  label  as 
required  by  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953.  Packers  warned 
and  told  to  correct  labels.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  the  year  1963. 

Meat  Inspection 

In  the  year  under  review  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  issued  a  new  set  of  Regulations  known  as  The  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  1963. 

It  has  never  been  obligatory  for  Local  Authorities  to  have  meat 
inspected  before  but  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  to  ensure 
that  all  home  killed  meat  is  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughter¬ 
house.  One  of  the  main  reasons  why  such  regulations  have  not 
been  made  before  was  the  unfair  burden  of  the  cost  on  some 
authorities,  and  these  new  regulations  are  designed  to  meet  this 
difficulty. 

In  the  main  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  provide  that  meat 
at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected;  that  meat  must  not  be 
removed  from  a  slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  inspected;  that 
meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be 
marked;  that  local  authorities  may  charge  for  meat  inspection;  and 
the  minimum  period  of  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter  is  extended 
from  3  hours  to  24  hours. 

Unfortunately  the  hours  of  slaughter  have  not  been  restricted 
because  it  was  felt  by  the  Government  that  in  the  interests  of  the 
trade  it  was  not  possible  to  do  this. 

Locally  meat  inspection  has  always,  as  far  as  possible,  been 
carried  out  on  a  100%  basis  and  arrangements  have  existed  for 
many  years  whereby,  in  the  absence  of  the  Council’s  Public  Health 
Inspector,  inspectors  from  the  adjacent  local  authorities  have  been 
available  to  carry  out  meat  inspection. 

As  it  is  now  obligatory  to  have  meat  inspected  these  existing 
arrangements  have  been  placed  on  an  official  basis  and  strengthened 
at  present,  the  services  of  an  inspector  can  be  obtained  from  either 
the  Borough  of  Bewdley  or  the  Droitwich  Rural  District  Council.

Immediate  investigation  of  such  complaints  is  made  and  where 
necessary  the  assistance  of  the  Analyst’s  Department  and  Public 
Health  Laboratory  is  called  in. 
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Such  complaints  are  fortunately  few  and  far  between  and 
there  is  always  full  co-operation  from  the  traders  in  the  investiga¬ 
tions  that  are  necessary  and  they  are  anxious  to  immediately 
prevent  any  re-occurrence  of  the  cause  of  complaint. 

Food  Hygiene 

Routine  work  involving  the  inspection  of  shops  and  odier 
premises  storing,  preparing  and  selling  food  continued  throughout 
the  year  to  endeavour  to  maintain  the  standards  set  by  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  Fortunately  the  majority  of  food  handlers 
set  their  own  high  standard  and  generally  the  public  are  well  served 
by  their  shops  in  Stourport-on-Severn.

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HOUSING 

The  routine  work  in  this  field  of  Public  Health  inspection 
produced  steady  progress  in  obtaining  better  housing  conditions  for 
a  few  people  through  the  agencies  of  the  Housing  and  Public  Health 
Acts.  Nevertheless,  in  common  with  many  other  districts,  Stour- 
port-on-Severn  has  many  houses  which  could  be  improved  if  only 
advantage  were  taken  of  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme.  It  seems 
all  wrong  to  me  that  homes  may  contain  such  modern  amenities 
as  washing  machines,  spin  dryers,  refrigerators,  and  yet  still  not 
possess  a  piped  water  supply  within  the  house,  no  bathroom  and 
probably  share  an  external  water-closet.  Such  is  the  case  and,  of 
course,  it  is  normally  in  rented  accommodation,  but  it  is  hoped  the 
Government  will  soon  introduce  legislation  to  improve  this  un¬ 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs.

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  and  salvage  is  collected  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout 
the  town  and  in  general,  except  during  the  bank  holidays,  this 
standard  was  maintained. 

The  population  of  Stourport-on-Severn  continued  to  rise  steadily 
throughout  the  year  with  extensive  private  developments  in  various 
parts  of  the  town.  In  consequence  the  organisation  of  the  service 
had  to  be  kept  constantly  under  review  in  order  to  maintain  a 
weekly  collection. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  waste  paper 
and  cardboard  was  reviewed  during  the  year  as  it  had  been  found, 
in  common  with  many  local  authorities,  that  the  cash  returns  for 
the  baled  paper  were  slowly  diminishing.  However,  it  was  decided 
this  particular  service  was  advantageous  to  the  community  and 
should  be  continued.  In  order  to  improve  the  baling  facilities,  as 
the  hand  baler  had  been  giving  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  it  was  also 
decided  to  install  an  electrically  operated  baling  machine. 

All  refuse  and  salvage  was  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse 
Tip  and  Salvage  Depot  at  Bonemill  Quarry.

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Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets  and  Cesspools,  etc. 

The  12-year-old  Cesspool/Gully  Emptier  machine  continued  to 
carry  out  this  service  throughout  the  year  and  despite  its  repainting, 
because  of  its  age  the  Council  must  give  consideration  to  replacing 
it,  as  a  major  breakdown  could  cause  a  great  deal  of  embarrassment 
especially  in  the  summer  months. 

With  the  modernisation  of  properties  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
Urban  District  and  the  absence  of  main  sewers,  new  cesspools  have 
had  to  be  constructed.  The  provision  of  these  sewage  disposal  units 
all  add  to  the  ever-increasing  demands  on  this  service. 

Weekly  and  in  certain  cases  bi-weekly  collections  of  pail  closet 
contents  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  in  addition, 
when  necessary,  the  holiday  caravan  and  bungalow  sites  have  been 
attended  to. 

The  vehicle  is  also  employed  in  cleansing  street  gullies  through¬ 
out  the  town  and  engaged  by  private  firms  within  the  district  and 
from  time  to  time  by  Martley  Rural  District  Council  and  Bewdley 
Borough  Council.

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  remains  as  far  as  the  occupiers  of  dwelling 
houses  are  concerned  a  service  on  the  rates  and  only  a  complaint 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  is  necessary  to  have  treatment  for 
rats  and  mice  carried  out.  Many  residents  do  not  appear  to  be 
aware  of  this  facility  and  often  try  unsuccessfully  to  treat  for 
rodents  themselves. 

No  serious  infestations  were  encountered  during  the  year,  but 
from  time  to  time  small  pockets  of  infestations  were  discovered  and 
dealt  with. 

The  main  sewers  were  test  baited  for  infestation  with  rats  but 
only  minor  colonies  were  discovered  and  these  were  satisfactorily 
dealt  with.

Those  of  the  public  conveniences  without  any  means  of  wash¬ 
ing  hands  are  the  older  ones  and  in  some  instances  there  may  be 
difficulty  in  providing  suitable  facilities.  It  is,  however,  important 
that  any  future  public  conveniences  be  provided  with  at  least  the 
means  of  washing  and  drying  hands.

Conclusion 

I  must  again  emphasise  that  of  necessity  this  report  only 
indicates  the  broad  outlines  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  many  other  matters  which  are  incidental 
to  the  main  duties  cannot  satisfactorily  be  recorded. 

In  view  of  the  steady  increase  in  population,  legislation  and 
the  many  duties  required  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Officers’  Regulations  1959,  including  the  supervision  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  essential  that  considera¬ 
tion  be  given  to  additional  staff  being  appointed  so  that  the  duties 
can  be  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

By  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  Members  of 
the  Council  and  the  staff  of  the  Council  for  their  help  during  the 
year.
